1940 for delay in the filing of income tax 
returns by persons in combat zones or 
prisoners of war, the House Ways and 
Means Committee is considering amend- 
ment to the pending tax law which will 
facilitate and supplement the provisions 
already made by the above act. 

There are a number of additional pro 
visions of the Internal Revenue laws 
having to do with the statute of limita 
tion and various other technical provi 
sions relating to the procedure of pay 
ment of taxes which needs slight amend 
ment, the committee indicated. 

Existing law exempts military person- 
nel anywhere from payment of income 
tax if their income in the Service is sub 
stantially below that received in civil life, 
but such personnel are not relieved of the 
requirements of filing tax returns. All 
persons deferred from payment of taxes 
must make the payments good after the 
war. 





Honor Admiral Hart 

Chairman Vinson, of the House Naval 
Affairs Committee, revealed this week 
that his committee would restore to a 
bill providing for advancement of former 
fleet commanders a provision which sig- 
nals out Admiral Thomas C. Hart, USN, 
commender-in-chief Asiatic Fleet, for re 
tention in the rank of full admiral on 
retirement. 

The provision was added to the bill, S. 
2285, by the Senate, but was omitted by 
the House committee when it reported 
the measure, The committee will offer the 
Senate provision as an amendment when 
the House calls up the bill for final action. 

Acceptance of the amendment will en- 
able the bill to go directly from the House 
to the President without further Senate 
action, As reported by the House, the bill 
grants to fleet commanders the retirement 
privileges now enjoyed by the Chief of 
Naval Operations, Commandant of the 
Marine Corps, and chiefs of bureaus. It 
provides that any officer of the Navy who 
may be retired while serving as a com 
mander of a fleet or subdivision thereof 
in the rank of admiral or vice admiral, 
or who served or shall have served one 
year or more as such Commander, may 
at the discretion of the President, with 
approval of the Senate, when retired be 
placed on the retired list in the highest

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Disregard Baby Subs 
American Naval officials are virtually 
disregarding the small “suicide” subma- 
rine used by the Japanese in their attacks 
on Pearl Harbor and the Australian city 
of Sydney. They say these midget subs 
are almost without value, and that the 
United States could easily have built up 
a great fleet of them if they had been 
worth anything. 

Details of this miniature undersea 
fighter have been known for years and 
were checked after Pear] Harbor and no 
new features discovered. 

The midgets—three or four of which 
were sunk in Sydney, while others went 
down at Pearl Harbor—are each 41 feet 
jong, have a beam of 5 feet, and above the 
deck a conning tewer 414 feet high. The 
hull is built of one-quarter inch plate and 
js divided into five compartments, two of 
which house electric batteries for running 
the ship. 

With a streamlined, black hull and con- 
ning tower, the electric-driven craft has 
aspeed of about 24 knots, and is fitted 
with a gyro-compass, a magnetic compass, 
radio sets, underwater sound and listen- 
ing devices. 

The periscope extends 5 feet above the 
top of the conning tower, so that the total 
depth of the ’scope is 10 feet from the 
keel to the upper “eye.” 

In war equipment, the sub carries two 
1inch torpedoes, plus a 300-pound charge 
of explosives underneath the stern where 
itis wired to the battery in order that it 
can be used to blow up the sub in case 
of attack, or against ulterior objectives. 

Two men handle these boats—one offi- 
cr and a rated man, The midgets can 
cruise about 200 miles at low speed, and 
fom the one caught off the Island of 
Oahu there were indications that the 
personnel operating it would go to any 
extreme, even to self-sacrifice, to carry 
out their objective. 

These boats can be transported on the 
decks of larger ships and launched by 
the cranes used for handling the small 
boats of a combatant ship. 

The two torpedoes and 300 pounds of 
high explosives would blow up a battle- 
ship, providing the sub’s crew were lucky 
and careless of life. Naval men will not 
discuss whether any real damage has re- 
sulted from their use by the men of 
Nippon, 





Navy Drive on Red Tape 

Elimination of “red tape” in the form 
of all unnecessary correspondence, re- 
ports, paper work and functions in the 
Navy Department as a means of speeding 
the war program is being called for by 
Secretary of the Navy Frank Knox, Ad- 
miral Ernest J. King, Commander in 
Chief, U. S. Fleet, and Assistant Secre- 
lary Ralph A. Bard. 

The plan to slash the unnecessary work 
load of the department was outlined by 
the three Navy officials 2 June at a de- 
dartment meeting attended by 500 heads 
ind assistant heads of bureaus, boards

U.S. Army Pilots to Fly U.S. Planes in U.S. Units 


It has been determined that American 
crews will fly American planes as Ameri- 
ean units in the coming great air offen- 
sive over Germany and subject countries. 
This statement was made by Lt. Gen. 
Henry H. Arnold, Commanding General 
of the United States Army Air Forces, on 
1 June 1942 in London. General Arnold 
has returned to Washington and his state- 
ment, given the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, 
is released in its entirety for the first 
time in this country. 

What is more, close students of air 
maneuvers believe Germany, which re- 
peatedly has been under fire from 1,000 
RAF planes, has not yet begun to see the 
sort of bombing she is to receive. When 
planes to the extent of from 3,000 to 5,- 
000 wing their murderous way over 
enemy countries almost nightly—then 
Germany will know the power of her op- 
ponents on the West. 

“The conversations I have been hold- 
ing with the Prime Minister, Sir Charles 
Portal and other service leaders have had 
for their aim the further development of 
te original agreements between the 
British and United States Governments 
looking to a maximum impact of our 
combined air strength upon the common 
enemy,” General Arnold at his press con- 
ference said. “These conversations are 
now practically concluded. 

“General Marshall, United States Army 
Chief of Staff, who visited the United 
Kingdom recently, said the other day that 
American troops will land in France. It 
is obvious that no offensive against Nazi- 
occupied Europe can succeed without air 
superiority, and we mean to have it. 

“In gaining air superiority in any 
theatre, we haven’t time to wait for ideal 
airdromes, ideal aircraft, or ideal situa- 
tions. We have got to accomplish the most 
with the least. Our enemies have demon- 
strated that they are willing to take their 
losses. We must be prepared to take our 
losses, too, but we are going to make 
them count. ‘ 

“Tt has been agreed that best results 
will be achieved if American crews fly 
in American planes as American units, 
except when emergency conditions dic- 
tate another course. Allocation of air- 
craft is being arranged with this prin- 
ciple in mind. A chief consideration of 
our conversations has been to insure that 
the increasing demands of American 
units on United States aircraft produc- 
tion do not impair the British air offen- 
sive now or in the future. I believe a mu- 
tually satisfactory balance has been 
struck. 

“It is a edrdinal principle of the United 
States Army Air Forces that a combat 
airplane which is not being used to hit 
the Axis is doing no one any good and no 
one any harm. We are determined to get 
every possible fighting plane into the 
fight. No combat planes are being kept 
back in the United States beyond the 
absolute minimum required for tactical 
training. 

“Prime Minister Churchill and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt have assured the people 
of our two countries time and again that 
we shall hit the enemy hard and relent- 
lessly until his military power is broken.

“My visit has, I hope, hastened the 
time when our air arms shall join in an 
air offensive against the enemy which he 
cannot meet, defeat, or survive.” 

It is cheering to note that the British 
readily agree to the American viewpoint. 
The French did not, in 1917, when Gen- 
eral Pershing virtually had to fight to 
keep the American Army as a_ unit. 
But General Pershing showed then that 
he did not care if the French took up the 
matter with President Wilson and Secre- 
tary Baker, and it doubtless was his in- 
sistence then that paved the way for this 
easy arrangement now. 

At lease 3,000 planes must be in these 
flights to assure an average of 1,000 a 
night, since there will be some nights 
when weather will prevent flying, and 
the British are said to be planning on 
30,000 planes a month. If these 3,000 
should come from the same airdromes, 
then more than 120 ‘dromes would be 
needed, and Britons say this will be pos- 
sible. But that is for British ‘planes. 
When the United States gets into the 
fight, it will need probably 150 more air- 
dromes. 

Since the United States is to assume 
charge wherever possible, this will mean 
a force of at least 400,000 Americans for 
duty in the British Isles. It must be re- 
membered that 20 ground men are neces- 
sary for every one in the air. 

Prime Minister Churchill told the 
House of Commons this week that the 
many big fires that were started by the 
initial flights were only a foretaste of 
what will happen when Britain starts a 
real air offensive that will be “an ordeal 
the like of which never has been experi- 
enced in any country in continuity, se- 
verity or magnitude.” At the same time 
he warned his fellow-countrymen not to 
expect heavier attacks all the time be- 
cause these assaults must be measured 
according to circumstances. 

It must be remembered that during the 
summertime, when darkness lasts fewer 
hours than in winter, the sending away 
of 3,000 bombers, for instance, would be 
a colossal task for airdromes. Yet the 
British have said they can handle this 
many, so why need there be any doubt 
that Americans can take care of at least 
that many. Turn any one of hundreds of 
American Knudsens on the job and see 
how they will work. 

A point to keep in mind, when consid- 
ering these giant movements of planes is 
that their prime object is to drop bombs 
on a certain point. The bombs load de- 
pends on the distance that must be cov- 
ered by the carrier. The great average 
of bombs carried by ’planes on these “long 
hauls” is said to be slightly less than 
two tons for each machine. That will 
make for, say, 3,000 airplanes about 5,- 
500 tons to be let loose on Germany in 
one night. The heaviest loads ever 
dropped on England were not much over 
600 tons, so it can be seen how Germany 
will rock when it receives about 10 times 
what it dropped on its English journeys.

Praise Admiral Spear 


Representative Ditter, in an address 
on the floor of the House of Representa- 
tives 2 June, paid high tribute to Rear 
Adm. Ray Spear who has been relieved 
as paymaster general of the Navy and 
Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts pending his retirement next 
October. 

Representative Ditter said: 

Mr. Speaker, it has been written in the 
law, wise or unwise, that officers of our 
Navy, upon reaching the sixty-fourth milo- 
stone on life’s way, shall be removed from 
the active list of the Navy. That is a good 
ripe age, and, in ordinary times, I have ne 
doubt that many of our naval friends, afte' 
long and arduous and dangerous careera 
then welcome relief from the great responai- 
bilities which usually attach to the high 
grades to which they have succeeded toward 
the eventide of their service. Many men, 
however, at 64, practically are in the prime 
of life. Nature, for one reason or another, 
has taken light toll, and it always has seemed 
to me that such men, if they should so elect, 
should be permitted to carry on. 

At the end of this month Rear Admiral 
Ray Spear, paymaster general of the Navy 
and Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts, will be relieved of his duties and on 
October 1 will go on the retired list because 
he has reached the age limit fixed in the law. 
That.seems to me to be a pity. Here, a really 
great paymaster general, strong and vigor- 
ous, in the midst of war, In the midst of 
directing the procurement, accounting, and 
disbursing work for the Navy on a scale 
never even nearly approached in all history, 
must pause and step aside for another ta 
take over, 

I really did not intend to stress so much 
that seeming incongruity, though stressed it 
should be. I rose to say a word about Rear 
Admiral Ray Spear. 

Admiral Spear was born in the State of 
Illinois in 1878. He entered the Navy from 
the State of Washington in 1900, and for more 
than 42 years has given his all to the Navy 
and to the Nation. Today he stands not alone 
at the head of his corps by reason of being 
paymaster general, but because of progres- 
sive and deserved advancement to the head 
of the lineal list of officers of the Supply 
Corps. 

His record is replete with signal accom- 
plishments. For his outstanding service in 
World War No, 1 he was awarded the Navy 
Cross and the Distinguished Service Medal 
awarded by the War Department, 

rom 1 July 1940, to date, there has been 
appropriated for the Naval Establishment 
alone $35,826,564,427. When we stop to think 
that for the entire period for which we made 
appropriations for the Navy for and incident 
to and In consequence of World War No. 1, 
that is, from 1 July 1916, to 30 June 1922, 
the aggregate was less than $6,000,000,000— 
six billions as opposed practically to thirty- 
six billions, we can form some idea of the 
tremendous job Admiral Spear has been 
called upon to discharge. 

Iie has performed magnificently, without 
any furore or fanfare, in his own quiet, mod 
est, determined, inimitable way, and the Na: 
tion owes him much, 

I know every Member of this House de- 
plores, as I do, the termination of the loyal 
and devoted service of this truly great public 
servant, and join with me in wishing himw 
long years of contentment in his retirement 





Pay and Allowance Accounts 

The Senate Military Affairs Committee 
has favorably reported legislation, S. 
2555, which provides that the Secretaries 
of War and the Navy may accept certifi- 
cations from officers of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard in settle 
ment of pay and allowance accounts, 

The bill is a wartime measure, designed 
to relieve commanding officers from the 
necessity of reporting on such matters 
as the right of individual officers to flying 
pay, and similar items of compensation,

The last message to come from Cor- 
regidor, dispatched from Ft, Mills by a 
Signal Corps radio operator was dra- 
matically read on Sunday, 31 May, over 
the Army Hour broadcast by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Oo. The message 
follows: 

“They are not near yet. We are waiting 
for God only knows what. How about a choc- 
olate soda. (Pause) Not many. Not near yet.

“We may have to give up by noon, we don’t 
know yet. They are throwing men and shells 
at us and we may not be able to stand it.

“We've got about 55 minutes and I feel 
sick at my stomach, I am really low down. 
They are around now smashing rifles, They 
bring in the wounded every minute. We will 
be waiting for you guys to help. This is the 
only thing I guess that can be done, General 
Wainwright is a right guy and we are willing 
to go on for him, but shells were dropping all 
night, faster than hell, Damage terrific. Too 
much for guys to take. Enemy heavy: cross- 
shelling and bombing. They have got us all 
around and from the skies. (Pause) 

“From here it looks like firing ceased on 
both sides. Men here all feeling bad, because 
of terrific strain of the siege. Corregidor used 
to be a nice place, But it’s haunted now. 
Withstood a terrific pounding. (Pause) 

“Just made broadcast to Manila to arrange 
meeting for surrender, Talk made by Gen- 
eral Beebe, I can’t say much, Can’t think at 
ali. I can hardly think. Say, I have 60 pesos 
you can have for this week-end, The jig is 
up. Everyone is bawling like a baby. (Pause) 

“They are piling dead and wounded in our 
tunnel. Arms weak from pounding key long 
hours, no rest, short rations, tired... (Pause) 

“I know now how a mouse feels. Caught in 
a trap waiting for guys to come along finish 
it up. Got a treat, Can pipeapple. Opening 
it with signal corps knife. (Pause) 

“My name Irving Strobing. Get this to my 
mother. Mrs, Minnie Strobing, 605 Barbey 
Street, Brooklyn, N. Y. They are to get along 
O. K. Get in touch with them soon as possi- 
ble. Message. My love to Pa, Joe, Sue, Mac, 
Garry, Joy and Paul, Also to my family and 
friends. God bless ’em all, hope they be 
there when I come home, Tell Joe wherever 
he is to give ’em hell for us. My love to you 
all. God bless you and keep you. Love, Sign 
my name and tell mother how you heard from 
me, (Pause), 

“Stand by...” 
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Don’t Talk to Your Wife! 


Maj. Gen. Walter H. Frank, command- 
er of the Third Air Force, this week urged 
Army and civilian personnel to “stop talk- 
ing” about the war—even to their wives. 
He explained that many casual conversa- 
tions can innocently spread information 
that is valuable to the enemy. 

General Frank, in a statement from 
headquarters, urged soldiers especially 
not to give military information to their 
wives. The announcement pointed out 
that “if an Army wife discusses a mili- 
tary subject, it is at once assumed she 
obtained the information from her hus- 
band. Instantly the husband is under 
suspicion, and if the information is suffi- 
ciently important he is subject to disci- 
pline.

New Naval Supply Chief 


A former practicing attorney became 
Paymaster Genera] of the United States 
Navy when Rear Adm, William Brent 
Young (8C), USN, was sworn in by Rear 
Adm. W. B. Woodson, USN, Judge Advo- 
cate General of the Navy on 1 June 1942. 
This was the fourth time in 20 years that 
a Navy officer has been promoted from 
the rank of Commander to that of Rear 
Admiral. He relieved Rear Adm. Ray 
Spear (SC), USN, who automatically 
passes to the retired list upon attaining 
the age of 64 years next September. 

Rear Admiral Young was born in 
Washington, D. ©., 18 June 1888. He was 
educated in the District of Columbia 
schools and at Georgetown University 
where he recelved his law degree with the 
Class of 1915. Admitted to the bar, he 
practiced until June, 1917, when he en- 
tered the Navy as a member of the Pay 
Corps Reserve. He makes his home at 105 
Hesketh Street, Chevy Chase, Md. 

As Paymaster General and Chief of the 
Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, Rear 
Admiral Young will be responsible for the 
procurement, purchase, receipt, custody, 
warehousing, issue and shipment of sup- 
plies, fuel and other materials of the 
Navy. Then in addition, his duties as 
head of the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts requires that he have charge of 
the procurement and disbursements of 
funds for both Naval and civil payrolls 
as well as the payment for all articles 
and services procured for the Navy. He 
is also charged with keeping the money 
and property accounts for the Naval Es- 
tablishment, including accounts of all 
manufacturing and operating expenses 
at Navy yards and stations, the direction 
of Naval cost accounting, and the audit 
of property returns from ships and sta- 
tions. 

When he entered active service, Rear 
Admiral Young served on the USS New- 
port News of the Naval Overseas Trans- 
port Service. In 1919 he was made Out- 
side Superintendent of the Supply De- 
partment at the Philadelphia Navy Yard, 
being in charge of a large force of men 
loading and unloading war materials and 
expediting the transfer of goods to our 
forces abroad. He was promoted to the 
grade of Lieutenant (jg) in 1918, later 
to that of Lieutenant and continued .in 
the Reserve until 1920. Then, as the re- 
sult of competitive examination, he en- 
tered the regular service in 1921 and was 
assigned as supply officer of a destroyer 
division of the Atlantic Fleet. 

Rear Admiral Young was transferred 
to the USS Asheville, in the Atlantic 
Fleet, in 1922 and served as her supply 
officer for two years. From 1924 to 1929 
he was on duty at the Washington Navy 
Yard where he was to become Assistant 
to the General Inspector of the Supply 
Corps of the East Coast. From 1929 to 
1931 he was supply officer of the USS 
Vestal, and upon completion of the course 





at the Army Industrial College he re- 
turned to the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts. There he was for three years 
in charge of the Reference Division, 
maintaining contact with the Comptrol- 
ler General of the United States and the 
General Accounting Office. 

His next sea duty aboard the USS 
Henderson, a naval transport to Far 
Eastern waters, lasted until 1937 when he 
came back to Washington and for three 
years was in charge of the Planning Di- 
vision of the Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts. In 1941, he became head of the 
Fleet Supply Office of the Train, Atlantic 
Fleet, having charge of the supply, dis- 
tribution, and transportation of fuel, 
provisions and general stores to all ships 
and bases under the Commander-in-Chief 
of that fleet. He has the Victory Medal— 
Transport Clasp for World War Service. 

When Rear Admiral Young was pro- 
moted to the highest office in his rank of 
the Navy, Comdr. W. J. Carter, SC, as- 
sumed the duties of Assistant to the Pay- 
master General, relieving Capt. E. H. Van 
Patten, SC, who will be the officer-in- 
charge of the Naval Supply Depot at 
Mechanicsburg, Penna. 





Navy Ship Program 

Activity in the House of Representa- 
tives this week, on the floor and in the 
Naval Affairs Committee, revealed the 
extent to which the Navy shipbuilding 
program will be expanded during the 
coming months. Most important action 
of the week was the introduction by Rep. 
Vinson, of Ga., chairman of the Naval 
Affairs Committee, of a bill which calls 
for construction of approximately 500 
fighting ships, a program which would 
nearly double the size of the United States 
fleet. 

Introducing the measure, largest naval 
construction authorization ever requested 
at one time, Chairman Vinson asserted 
that “the two-ocean Navy probably would 
be finished in the next 24 months.” 

Earlier in the week, Rear Adm. A. H, 
Van Keuren, chief of the Bureau of 
Ships, described progress of the ship- 
building program in an executive session 
of the Naval Affairs Committee, With the 
permission of Admiral Van Keuren, 
Chairman Vinson released the report 
which said that approximately 100 more 
fighting ships would be put into commis- 
sion this year. 

Specifically, the bill introduced this 
week would provide for the construction 
of 500,000 tons of aircraft carriers, 500,- 
000 tons of cruisers, both light and heavy, 
900,000 tons of destroyers and destroyer 
escort vessels, and 800 small vessels for 


patrol work, mine laying and tending 
duty. 
This construction request followed 


closely the introduction of another bill 
by Chairman Vinson which asked the 
construction of 500,000 tons of auxiliary 
vessels. ‘ 

Hardly significant in the light of these 
astronomical construction figures was the 
request by the President this week for 
a supplemental Navy appropriation of 
$200,000,000 to augment the Navy Supply 
Fund account.

AUNCHING of the USS Gurnard from the ways of the Electric Boat Company 
UL at Groton, Conn., on Monday not only demonstrated the speed with which the 
largest private submarine builders in the world are working (they are five months 
ahead of their schedule) but also was symbolic of an even faster tempo in the future. 
The Electric Boat Company, under the leadership of L. Y. Spear, its far seeing presi- 
dent, is vastly increasing its construction facilities through the building of another 
yard to be’ known as the “Victory Yard.” Already, the existing plant has employed a 
vast surplus of workers who are being trained as apprentices so that they will be 
able to move into the new $10,000,000 yard when it is completed next January. That 
these great facilities are available to the United States at a time when they are so 
sorely needed is due to the vision of Mr. Spear and his dogged faith in the submarine 
as a weapon of naval warfare. As a young naval constructor, Mr. Spear worked 
incessantly for the development of the submersible torpedo boat. Though he had en- 
couragement from such men as Admirals Hitchburn and Kimball, the opposition was 
strong. To carry forward his development work, and to give the United States the 
best construction facilities for the new powerful weapon, Mr. Spear resigned from 
the Navy in February of 1899 and participated in the organization of the Electric 
Boat Company. Included in this organization was the Holland Torpedo Boat Com- 
pany of New Jersey, which, some years earlier, had built a successful submarine. 
Through the lean years, when pacificism and economy exercised their tragic influence 
upon our national policy, Mr. Spear kept the yard going and continued his research 
and development. Without this determination the United States would have been in 
a sorry plight, for, though there are other smaller plants, it is to Electric Boat that 
the country looks for the fulfillment of its program in undersea boats. 


rer acenttep: in the Senate and House this week were two ship construction bills 
authorizing a doubling of our combatant Navy and providing a huge program for 
modern auxiliaries, landing barges, etc. Behind these bills, the country is fortunate in 
having two outstanding legislators thoroughly grounded in the Navy and its needs 
and with the vision necessary to foresee and fight for the weapons which modern 


warfare requires—Senator David I. Walsh of Massachusetts, and Representative Carl 
Vinson of Georgia, chairman of the Committees on Naval Affairs. Their long service 


on these committees, and their loyal faith in seagoing weapons as a first line of de- | 
fense, have made of these men the statesmen to whom the rest of Congressandthecoun- | 


try look for leadership in naval matters. The fact that we entered this war with a 
Navy larger than ever before in our history and with a two ocean navy on the way 
is due largely to the splendid efforts of these men, who fought authorization bills to 
passage and enactment in those years when the term “big navy man” was employed 
derisively by many newspapers. In 1938 they guided to enactment the bill which 
authorized $15,000,000 for experimentation of fast patrol boats, the usefulness of 
which Lt. John D. Bulkeley so effectively demonstrated in Subic Bay. That we are 
now constructing vessels of 45,000 tons and greater is due to an amendment which 
Senator Walsh placed on a bill in 1940, With this Senate Naval leader, Representative 
Vinson is working on a measure designed to set aside the vicious forced attrition of 
Naval officers during the war. Both men have supported the Navy’s efforts to increase 
its air component. Without men of their calibre and determination our Navy might 
have suffered its worst losses during peace years.

lotments and allowances to a total of $60 
instead of $50, and admitted that his 
plan of deferring in seven classes was 
too rigid. 

His position has been that men with 
wives and children have been called to 
service because they had private incomes 
or because the wife was deemed capable 
of working, whereas single men were still 
uncalled, Under his plan all single men 
would be called first, men who married 
after passage of the draft act being in- 
cluded in this category. Then men with 
dependents other than wives and 
children would be called; then men with 
wives only, Under this system, he 
claimed, it would probably never be 
necessary to call a man over 30 with a 
wife and children. 

As approved by the Senate the allot- 
ment-allowance bill sets up two classes 
of dependents, Class A consisting of wife, 
or wife and children, or children only, 
and Class B consisting of parents, grand- 
parents, brothers, sisters and the like. 

A man with Class A dependents would 
have $22 a month deducted from his pay 
for their support. To this the government 
would add $28 for the wife, $12 for the 
first child, $10 for the second child and 
$10 for each additional child. The gov- 
ernment would pay $20 for a child, if the 
man has no wife, and an additional $10 
for each additional child, 

If a man has Class B dependents, his 
$22 would be matched by sums varying 
from $15 to $50. Allotments and allow- 
ances would not be made for Class B de- 
pendents except upon application of the 
man in question, 

If a man has both Class A and Class B 
dependents, $27 a month will be deducted 
from his pay, $22 going to his Class A 
dependents, and $5 to his Class B de- 
pendents, 

The House bill, H.R. 7119, as reported 
closely resembles the Senate bill, except 
that the deduction is $20 instead of $22. 
The allowance for the first child is $10 
instead of $12. The allowance to the wife 
ix $20 instead of $28, The degrees of re 
lationship in Class B are more limited 
than in the Senate bill. 

Both bills require that dependents in 
Class B be dependent in fact, and limit 
operation of the law to men of the fourth, 
fifth, sixth and seventh pay grades. 

A special rule for consideration of the

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Navy Selections Suspended 
(Continued from First Page) 
accomplished by providing that one-half 
of the total number of rear admirals, 
temporary and permanent, shall be in the 
upper half. Before the war is over, it is 
fairly certain that sufficient temporary 
rear admirals will be made to place every 
permanent rear admiral of the line, and 
probably many of the first-appointed 
temporary rear admirals in the upper 
half. The bill, however, does not provide 
for selection from the lower to the upper 
half of rear admirals, a feature once 
favored by the General Board of the Navy 
but frowned on by the bureau chiefs in 

their comments on the Board's report. 

A proviso in the section states “That 
no officer who has or may become entitled 
to the pay and allowances of a rear ad- 
miral of the upper half shall suffer a re- 
duction of his pay and allowances solely 
by reason of the fact that the number 
of rear admirals may for any reason be 
reduced.” 

The effect of this will be to keep all, or 
nearly all, of the regular rear admirals 
of the Navy in the upper half, though the 
temporary rear admirals after the war 
will revert to their permanent ranks. All 
of the admirals of the Navy after the 
war, therefore, would probably be in the 
upper half. 

Section 6 of the bill provides that any 
officer of the Navy below the rank of vice 
admiral transferred to the retired list by 
reason of age shall retire in his tempo- 
rary rank with 75 per cent of the pay 
received at time of retirement. This sec- 
tion is intended to compensate for the 
suspension of permanent promotions dur- 
ing the war, 

Section 5 provides that personnel tem- 
porarily promoted shall rank from the 
date their promotion is ordered, instead 
of from date of acceptance. The Army re- 
cently adopted this plan by administra- 

‘tive action. The hazards of war have 
sometimes delayed receipt of acceptances 
of promotions in the two services for 
many weeks, resulting in losses of pay 
and rank. 

Section 8 and 4 are of special concern 
to Naval Reservists. They provide that 
the present maximum ages for appoint- 
ment to the line and staff of the Navy or 
Marine Corps shall apply only to the date 
such officers report for active duty. Thus, 
where maximum age for appointment to 
the regular Navy under any one of the 
applicable laws is 26 years, a candidate 
may be appointed if he is 28 or 29, pro- 
vided he was not more than 26 when he 
reported for active duty. 

The bill makes several amendments in 
the basic temporary promotion act of 24 
July 1941. One provides that all tempo- 
rary promotions shall be by selection 
only. The manner of selection is not 
specified. However, there are reports that 
boards of perhaps three officers will pass 
upon recommendations for promotion. 
As amended, Sec. 5 of the temporary pro- 
motion act will read—the new words be- 
ing in bold face type: 

Sec. 5. The temporary appointments under 
the authority of this Act shall be by selection 
only in such numbers as the President may 
determine that the needs of the service re- 
quire and in such manner and under such 
regulations as he may prescribe, 

Complete text of the new bill follows: 

Be it enacted, etc,, That the provisions of 
existing law insofar as they relate to periodic 
computations for the purpose of determining 
the authorized number of commissioned offi- 
ces in the various grades of the line of the 
Regular Navy and of the Marine Corps, the 
permanent promotion or advancement of all 
offices of the Navy and Marine Corps, and the 
involuntary retirement or honorable dis- 
charge of commissioned officers of the Navy 
and Marine Corps by reason of failure of 
selection for promotion or advancement or 
upon the completion of designated periods of 
commissioned service, are hereby suspended: 
Provided, That an officer who on the date of 
this Act has been recommended for perma- 
nent promotion or advancement by the ap- 
proved report of a seelction board, or who 
has become due for permanent promotion 
or advancement by length of service or other- 
wise to a nonselec*ion grade or rank, shall 
be immediately eligible for such permanent 
promotion or advancement, with or without 
the examinations required by existing law as 
the Secretary of the Navy may deem best for 
the interests of the service, and if so pro- 
moted or advanced he shall take rank from 
the date of this Act or the date as of which 
he would have been permanently promoted 





or advanced in due course under existing 
law, whichever may be earlier; if not so pro- 
moted or advanced because of physical dis- 
ability he shall be retired in the rank which 
he would have had on the retired list under 
existing law: Provided further, That the 
Secretary of the Navy’s determination as to 
an officer’s date of rank or any other matter 
in the administration of this section shall be 
final and conclusive for all purposes. 

Sec, 2, The number of officers on the active 
list of the grade or rank of rear admiral en- 
titled to the pay and allowances provided by 
law for rear admirals of the upper half, ex- 
clusive of those carried as additional num- 
bers in such grade or rank, shall be one-half 
of the number of permanent and temporary 
officers of the line in that grade, four officers 
of the Medical Corps, three officers of the 
Supply Corps, and one officer of the Civil 
Engineer Corps, all of whom shall be the 
senior officers in the line or in their respec- 
tive staff corps: Provided, That an officer car- 
ried as an additional number in the grade 
or rank of rear admiral shall become entitled 
to the pay and allowances provided for rear 
admirals of the upper half from the same 
date as the officer next junior to him: Pro- 
vided further, That the foregoing numbers 
shall be exclusive of officers entitled to such 
pay and allowances solely by reason of their 
serving in the rank of admiral or vice ad- 
miral, or as chief of bureau, judge advocate 
general of the Navy, or director of budget 
and reports: And provided further, That no 
officer who has or may become entitled to the 
pay and allowances of a rear admiral of the 
upper half shall suffer a reduction of his pay 
and allowances solely by reason of the fact 
that the number of rear admirals may for 
any reason be reduced, 

Sec, 3. The age limits now prescribed by 
law for original appointment to commis- 
sioned rank in any staff corps of the Regular 
Navy are hereby modified to the extent that 
any officer of the Naval Reserve eligible for 
such appointment upon heretofore or here- 
after reporting for active duty subsequent to 
8 Sept. 1939, shall retain such eligibility so 
long as he remains continuously on active 
duty. 

Sec. 4. The Acts of 27 Aug, 1940 (54 Stat. 
864, 34 U. S. C., 787), and 8 Oct, 1940 (4 Stat. 
1028, 34 U. 8. C., 853c-2), are amended so as 
to provide that officers of the Naval and Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve therein described shall be 
eligible for appointment to the Regular Navy 
or Marine Corps, as may be appropriate, if 
less than twenty-five years of age upon the 
successful completion of their training as 
aviation cadets or upon reporting for con 
tinuous active duty on board ships of the 
Navy, as the case may be: Provided, That 
each such officer hereafter appointed to the 
lowest commissioned grade of the Regular 
Navy or Marine Corps by authority of said 
Acts shall take precedence according to his 
date of reporting for continuous active duty 
as an officer of the Naval or Marine Corps 
Reserve; each such officer so appointed to a 
grade above that of ensign or second lieuten- 
ant shall take precedence according to the 
date of rank stated in his reserve commission 
in the same rank, 

Sec. 5. Personnel heretofore and hereafter 
temporarily appointed pursuant to and as 
defined in the Act of 24 July 1941 (Public 
Law 188, 77th Congress), shall be entitled to 
the pay and allowances of the grade or rank 
to which so appointed from the dates on 
which such appointments are made by the 
President, and their appointments, unless 
expressly declined, shall be regarded for all 
purposes as having been accepted on the 
date made, without formal acceptance or oath 
of office. 

Sec, 6. Any officer of the Regular Navy be- 
low the grade of vice admiral transferred to 
the retired list upon attaining the age of 
sixty-four years while serving under a tem- 
porary appointment pursuant to the Act of 
24 July 1941 (Public Law 188, 77th Congress), 
shall be retired in such temporary grade or 
rank with retired pay at the rate of 75 per 
centum of his active-duty pay at the time of 
retirement, unless eligible for retirement in a 
higher grade or rank under some other pro- 
vision of law. 

Sec. 7. The Act of 24 July 1941 (Public Law 
188, 77th Congress), is hereby amended as 
follows: 

Section 1, change period to comma and add 
“and during such period thereafter as the 
President shall determine, but not later than 
30 June of the fiscal year following that in 
which the war or national emergency shall 
terminate.” 

Section 5, after “shall be’ insert “by selec- 
tion only.” 

Section 10 of the aforesaid Act of 24 July 
1941, is hereby amended so that temporary 
appointments made under authority of that 
Act during the present war may continue in 
force until six months after the termination 
of this Act. 

Sec. 8. No officer shall suffer any reduction 
in pay or allowances by reason of any pro- 
visions of this Act, all sections of which shall 
become effective on date of approval and, 
with the exception of section 4, shall termi- 
nate on 30 June of the fiscal year following 
that in which the present war shall end. 








Army Temporary Promotions 
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to the units in which it is desired to re- 
place them. To the extent that these offi- 
cers are so assigned, they will, of course, 
possibly cause an overage in position va- 
cancies, halting promotions by field com- 
manders until they have been absorbed. 

An important principle to insure pro- 
motion of the best fitted is enunciated in 
the new regulations where it is provided 
that “unit vacancies existing in divisions, 
regiments, and similar or smaller separate 
commands will be filled by unit promo- 
tion only to the extent which will pro- 
mote the best interest of the service and 
efficiency of the Army, When, in the opin 
ion of a higher commander, efficiency of 
the Army will be served best by promo- 
tion of the best-fitted officer in one unit 
and his transfer to another to fill an ex- 
isting position vacancy therein, this pro- 
cedure will be followed. 

“The primary purpose of temporary 
promotion,” the instructions continue, 
“is to enhance the efficiency of the Army 
by promotion of the best fitted to fill 
existing position vacancies. This end will 
be achieved only by a careful study by 
each echelon of command of recom- 
mendation for promotion passing through 
its headquarters.” 

All temporary promotions, as recently 


stated in this paper, will rank from date | 


the promotion order is issued and not 
from date of acceptance of the promo- 
tion as formerly was the case, 

So anxious was the department to re- 
move all restrictions on promotion as 
rapidly as possible, the following in- 
structions were sent to the field in ad- 
vance of the new regulations: 

“The percentage of position vacancies for 
promotion retained by the War Department 
under Circular No, 111, War Department 1942, 
as amended by Circular No. 115, War Depart- 
ment 1942, are released effective 1 June 1942. 
You are authorized to recommend for promo- 
tion to fill 100 per cent position vacancies in 
all units and installations existing on 1 June 
142 and thereafter to maintain that level. 
The information required under Pars, 9b (4) 
and 9b (5), Circular No, 111, War Department 
1942, on recommendations are no longer re- 
quired, 

“War Department circular on this subject 
will issue in the near future,” 

The new regulations follow: 

I, Promotion of officers in the Army of the 
United States. 

Section I, Cireular No, 111, War Depart- 

ment, 1942, as amended by section I. Circular 
No, 115 and section IV, Cireular No. 144, 
War Department, 1942, is rescinded and the 
following substituted therefor: 
1. a. The peacetime systems of promotion 
prescribed for officers of the National Guard, 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps, and retired Regu- 
lar Army officers remain discontinued, All 
previous instructions on the subject of pro- 
motion of officers revoked by Circular No, 1, 
War Department, 1942, remain revoked. 
Other provisions of Circular No. 1, War De- 
partment, 142, are rescinded, 

b. The temporary promotion system appli- 
cable to all officers of the Army of the United 
States prescribed in Appendix B, “Special 
Promotion System,” MR 1-3, October 30, 1939 
(sec, II of this circular), as modified herein- 
after, is continued.

b. Except in units engaged in combat in 
an active theater, normally no officer will be 
promoted more than one grade at a time and 
no officer once promoted will again be pro- 
moted until he will have served at least 6 
months in the grade to which last promoted. 


ce. Normally, no officer except a second Heu- 
tenant will be recommended for promotion 
until he has, by actual outstanding perform- 
ance of duty for a period of at least 6 months, 
demonstrated his fitness for promotion to the 
next higher grade and his capacity for its 
responsibilities. When, in the opinion of a 
general officer who has personal knowledge 
of the circumstances, an officer other than a 
second Heutenant has clearly demonstrated 
his fitness for promotion in a lesser period 
of time, the War Department will give con- 
sideration to waiving this requirement, pro- 
vided the recommendation clearly sets forth 
the circumstances which prompt the recom- 
mendation and justify the promotion, No 
recommendation which fails to set forth clear- 
ly the circumstances and the qualities inher- 
ent in the individual which warrant his pro- 
motion will be given favorable consideration 
by the War Department. 

d. A second Heutenant may be recommended 
for promotion to fill an existing position va- 
cancy at any time after he has satisfactorily 
demonstrated his finess for he next higher 
grade and his capacity for its responsibilities, 

7. Recommendations for promotion and ap- 
proval of recommendations from subordinate 
commanders are functions of command which 
cannot be delegated to a staff officer, In the 
application of paragraph 7, Appendix B, MR 
1-3, position vacancies existing in divisions, 
regiments, and similar or smaller separate 
commands will be filled by unit promotion 
only to the extent which will promote the best 
interest of the service and efficiency of the 
Army. When, in the opinion, of a higher 
commander, efficiency of the Army will be 
served best by promotion of the best-fitted 
officer in one unit and his transfer to another 
to fill an existing position vacancy therein, 
this procedure will be followed. The primary 
purpose of temporary promotion is to en- 
hance the efficiency of the Army by promo- 
tion of the best fitted to fill existing position 
vacancies, This end will be achieved only by 
a careful study by each echelon of command 
of each recommendation for promotion pass- 
ing through its headquarters, 

8. Because of the tremendous expansion in 
the Army Air Forces and Army Air Forces 
activities, promotion in that arm and its ac- 
tivities will be rapid as compared to promo- 
fion in other arms or services and activities, 
In order to maintain as nearly as possible an 
equitable parity of promotion in the Army of 
the United States of officers of the Air Corps 
and of officers of other arms and services on 
duty with Army Air Forces activities with 
promotion of officers on duty with and be- 
longing to other arms and services, the fol- 
lowing will govern: 

a. Generally, temporary promotion of offi- 
cers of the Air Corps and of officers of the 
ground arms and services on duty with Army 
Air Forces ground installations (less officers 
assigned to troop units of the ground arms 
and services serving with the Army Air 
Forces) will be accomplished in the Air Corps 
under act of Congress approved June 16, 1936, 
and act of Congress approved February 16, 
1942, which ever is applicable. 

b. Promotion of officers of the categories 
mentioned in a above to temporary grades in 
the Army of the United States under other 
sections of the National Defense Act will be 
accomplished only at such a rate as will 
maintain as nearly as possible their general 
relative position with respect to other officers 
of their respective permanent grades on the 
lineal list, This will be determined not by a 
few isolated cases, but by the temporary 
grades held by a majority of offers of the 
ground arms and services of their respective 
permanent grades and length of service. 

c. When, because of the nature of the duties 
being performed by an officer of the Air 
Corps or by an officer of another arm or ser- 
vice on duty with the Army Air Forces, it is 
necessary to protect his seniority with respect 
to other officers commissioned in the Army 
of the United States, this promotion may be 
accomplished in the Army of the United 
States under the provisions of this circular. 

d. When promotion of an officer of the Air 
Corps or of an officer of the ground arms and 
services on duty with an Army Air Forces 
installation is authorized under the provisions 
of b and e above, such promotion will be 
limited to the next grade above that then held 
by him in the Army of the United States 
under any section of the National Defense 
Act. Grades held in the Air Corps or in any 
other arm or service under the provisions of 
acts mentioned in a above will not be con- 
firmed under the provisions of this circular 
under any other section of the National De- 
fense Act. Any officer, other than an officer 
of the Regular Army Air Corps, ceases to 
hold the grade granted under the provisions 





of acts mentioned in a above when he is re- 
leased from duty with the Army Air Forces 
or with Army Air Forces installations and 
assumes duties with units or activities be- 
longing to the ground arms and services. 


e, All officers of the Air Corps on duty with 
units and activities of the ground arms and 
services, and not belonging to an Army Air 
Forces unit or activity attached thereto, are 
eligible for promotion in the Army of the 
United States under this circular to fill ap- 
propriate existing position vacancies under 
the same terms as an officer of the ground 
arms and services, 

f. Officers of the Regular Army Air Corps 
on duty with units and activities of the 
ground arms and services, and not belonging 
to an Army Air Forces unit or activity at- 
tached thereto, are, at the discretion of the 
Commanding General, Army Air Forces, ell- 
gible for temporary promotion to the next 
higher grade in the Air Corps under the 
provisions of acts mentioned in a above, with- 
out reference to the commander under whom 
the officers concerned may be serving. When 
s0 promoted under those acts, such officers 
are chargeable aganist the Table of Organi- 
zation or table of allotment prescribed for 
the unit or actively concerned only in the 
highest temporary grade held by them (or 
permanent grade if no temporary grade is 
held) in the Army of the United States under 
other acts of Congress. 

9, a. Each recommendation for promotion 
will conform to the requirements of para- 
graphs 2 and 6, and will pass through the 
normal channels of command, except as indi- 
eated in paragraph lec and d, Recommenda- 
tions for promotion of Air Corps officers will 
be forwarded to The Adjutant General 
through the Commanding General, Army Air 
Forces. In order to facilitate administrative 
procedures in the office of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral whose records are separated by com- 
ponent— 

(1) Recommendations for promotion of offi- 
cers of the Regular Army, National Guard, 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, and Army of the 
United States will be separated by component. 
In no case will recommendations concerning 
officers of two components be combined in the 
same letter, 

(2) Recommendations for promotion to 
grades of major and below of officers of a 
single component of the Army may be handled 
as a group and may be endorsed with a gen- 
eral wrapper endorsement provided no ex- 
ception to announced policy is indicated in 
any included recommendation. 

(3) Each recommendation for promotion to 
the grade of colonel and Heutenant colonel 
and each recommendation for promotion in 
which an exception to existing policy is re- 
quested or indicated will be forwarded sepa- 
rately as an individual case. 

(4) Recommendation from other than Army 
Air Forces units for promotion of an Air 
Corps officer will be handled as a separate 
communication and will not be included with 
other recommendations. 

b. The recommendation of an authority 
listed in paragraph 1c having jurisdiction 
over the officer concerned and the position to 
be filled will be in the following form: 

(1) Name, grade, serial number, date of last 
promotion, arm or service of officer, and 
grade to which recommended. 

(2) Position vacancy occupied or to be oc- 
cupled by officer recommended and date the 
position is to be created if not already acti- 
vated (if not covered elsewhere in a_ basic 
recommendation). 

(3) Length of time the officer has clearly 
demonstrated his fitness for the responsibill- 
ties and duties of the position and grade for 
which recommended, together with a full 
statement of how, when, and where he has 
demonstrated his fitness (if not covered fully 
elsewhere in a basic recommendation), with 
full reasons why any exception to announced 
poley (if requested or indicated) is war- 
ranted in his case. 

(4) Statement that by filling this position 
by promotion and by the promotion of others 
previously recommended on which final action 
has not been reported by The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, he will not exceed the total number of 
authorized grades in that arm or service 
under his jurisdiction. 

ce, A recommendation which does not have 
the approval of the appropriate authority 
listed in paragraph 1c will not be forwarded 
to the War Department. 


II, Special promotion system, Appendix B, 
MR 1-38. 

Section II, Circular No. 111, War De- 
partment, 1942, is rescinded and the fol- 
lewing substituted therefor : 

The following extract of Appendix B, MR 
1-8, October 30, 1989, as changed by this 
circular, is published for the guidance of all 
concerned : 

1, Purpose.—The instructions herein will 
govern as to the subsequent wartime promo- 
tion of officers of the Army of the United 
States provided for in basic instructions on 
that subject in these regulations. 

2. By whose authority promotions are made. 
—All promotions are made by appointment 
by the President. The commanding generals 
of the Army Ground Forces, Services of Sup- 








ply, Army Air Forces, theater commanders, 
army, corps area, and department com- 
manders and the chief of each arm, service, 
and bureau of the War Department will make 
recommendations through prescribed chan- 
nels for promotion of officers under their re- 
spective jurisdiction. 

3. Recommendations for promotion.—a. 
Recommendations made by the commanders 
of divisions or of other units to theater com- 
manders will be forwarded with appropriate 
recommendation regardless of the fact that 
the officers concerned may be hospitalized at 
some date subsequent to the original recom- 
mendation. In such cases the division or other 
commander will recommend an additional 
promotion, or the vacancy will be filled by 
replacement without prejudice to the origi 
nal recommendation. Recommendations for 
promotions of hospitalized officers may be 
submitted to theater commanders on or after 
the date of hospitalization of the officer con- 
cerned, 

b. The provisions of a above will also apply 
in the case of recommendations for promotion 
submitted by or through army commanders, 
corps area or department commanders, or 
chiefs of arms or services, 

4. Basis of promotions.—Recommendations 
for promotions will be regarded as an essen- 
tial function of command. They will be based 
solely on demonstrated fitness and capacity, 
except that selections will ordinarily be made 
from the next lower grade and from the ap- 
propriate arm or service in each grade, 

5. Separations.—In order that combat units 
and administrative or supply organizations 
may be commanded by officers of appropriate 
grades, and to insure the flow of promotion 
within organizations, the following practice 
will obtain in regard to the preparation of 
returns and reports: 

An officer detached or detailed from his or- 
ganization for a period which will exceed 
thirty days will be transferred from his or- 
ganization to the organization, school, or 
establishment to which he goes for such 
period, Such transfers will be considered ef- 
fective at the time of departure, and officers 
leaving their organizations will be dropped 
from their rolls accordingly. In the case of 
leaves of absence of more than thirty days’ 
duration, officers will be transferred to corps 
area or theater replacement centers at the 
commencement of such leaves. In the case of 
divisions serving in the combat zone, the 
above-mentioned period will be reduced to 
fifteen days. 

6. General.—Within the meaning of these 
instructions the term “vacancy,” means that 
an authorized position exists and that this 
position either is unoccupied or is occupied 
by an officer of a grade lower than the au- 
thorized one. Such a position is authorized 
by approval of a Table of Organization or 
by other appropriate instructions of the War- 
Department. 

7. Vacancies within divisions.—Except as 
provided in paragraph 8, vacancies within 
divisions will be filled as follows: 

a. Vacancies in any grade from that next 
above the lowest to that of major, inclusive, 
ocenrring in any regiment or separate unit, 
will be filled so far as practicable by the pro- 
motion of officers of the next lower grade in 
the regiment or separate unit in which the 
vacancy occurs. In the discretion of the divi- 
sion comander, however, recommendation may 
be made to fill any such vacancy by the pro- 
motion of an officer of the next lower grade 
from some other source within the division. 

b. Vacancies in the grades of colonel and 
lieutenant colonel will be filled so far as 
practicable by the promotion of officers in the 
next lower grades, respectively, within the 
division, 

ec. If the division is serving within the zone 
of the interior and the vacancies are not filled 
by the commanding general of the army or of 
the corps area under the army of corps area 
allotment, as described in paragraph 8, the 
division commander will be directed to sub- 
mit recommendations for promotions to fill 
the vacancies, directly to the army com- 
mander, or to the corps area commander if 
the division is still under the latter’s com- 
mand. 

d. If the division is serving within a theater 
of operations and the vacancies are not filled 
by the theater commander under his allot- 
ment, as described in paragraph 8, the divi- 
sion commander will be directed to submit 
recommendations for promotions, to fill the 
vacancies, directly to the theater commander 
(furnishing copies to all intermediate higher 
commanders). The theater commander will 
then take the action prescribed in paragraph 
9 


8. Percentage allotments.—In order to pro- 
vide for the interchange of officers between 
rear and front and to provide necessary 
flexibility in policies which govern replace- 
ments furnished from schools, hospitals, and 
other centers, allotments may be made by 
army, corps area, and theater commanders. 
Such allotments will establish percentages 
which will govern the number of vacancies 
within divisions which will be filled by re- 
placements, These allotments will in general 
not exceed 40 percent of the vacancies occur- 
ring in each grade above the lowest in each 
arm or service in any division. These allot-

Foreign Affairs—Interlocking both the war effort and the peace program, appeared 


this week to be the determined design of the President. Through conferences in Wash- 
ington and London, and exchanges with Russia and China, development and coopera- 
tion of agencies are occurring. By Lend-Lease agreements already signed by Britain 
and China and in which Russia and other United Nations have been invited to partici- 
pate, the signatories accept broad principles for economic readjustments along liberal 
lines after the war. More specific in the indication of what the Administration has in 
mind was set forth in a Memorial Day address made by Under Secretary of State 
Welles. That official emphasized that the first responsibility of the United Nations is 


to assure order in the world, and to achieve this state there must be, first of all, guar- 
antee of physical security, which will be the duty of a police organization. Further, 
there must be conceived and executed, bold measures for economic and social recon- 
struction. In effect this would be a provisional world Government, which would exist 


for years and, perhaps, for decades. Wisely, Mr. Welles proposed that there be 


arranged a long armistice at the end of which a peace program could be formulated 


in an atmosphere free from the vindictive spirit which dominated Versailles. It is 


evident creation of the provisional world government, which the American plan 


contemplates, will be subject to many difficulties before adaption, just as was true 


of the League of Nations. There will be the matter of the national who will be the 
Chief Executive, and it will be objected that he will be the real ruler of the world. 
There will be the question of the size of the Police Force and the contributions each 
country shal] make to it, and who shall be its Commander. It will be asked who will 
determine when a nation is offending, and who give the orders placing it under 
restraint. 

In effect, the military resources of the United Nations are in one big pool, accord- 
ing to Mr. Edward R. Stettinius, jr., Lease-Lend Administrator. American troops 
abroad are receiving food and other help from Britain and Australia without dollar 
payments. American ships are being repaired in British ports and our Air and Ferry 
forces are being supplied under the same condition. From Britain we have received 
equipment for experimental purposes, a complete gun factory, and invaluable infor- 
mation on new improvements in various weapons of war. Russia, too, has supplied 
us with information on tank construction, and has sent technica] experts to assist 
us in the manufacture of explosives. The allocation system has been abolished for 
pooling, and the munitions thus available are distributed by Assignment Boards 
sitting in Washington and London in accordance with plans approved by the Com- 
bined Chiefs of Staff Committee. Involved in this operation are numerous questions 
of organization and employment, and these are being settled by General Somervell, 
Chief of Supply and other officers in London, and by Sir Oliver Lyttleton, British 
Supply Minister, who is in Washington. In the end doubtless there will be created 
an Inter-Allied Munitions Council, similar to that General Pershing created during 
World War I. The American representative on that Council was Mr. Stettinius’ 
father, a man of outstanding ability, and the British Representative was Winston 
Churchill. On the over-all Commission to be formed undoubtedly will be representa- 
tives of all the principal United Nations. 

The doubt which exists as to whether Turkey will remain neutral or support 

Hitler, is said to have been one of the reasons for the President’s recommendation 
that Congress declare the existence of a state of war with Roumania, Hungary and 
Bulgaria. The action was taken, to quote the President, because these small Balkan 
states are “engaged in military activities directed against the United Nations, and 
are planning to extend these activities.” It is known that Roumanian and Hungarian 
troops are participating in the battles in Russia and that Hungary and Bulgaria are 
policing some sections of Greece and Yugo-Slavia. An unusual concentration of Ger- 
man and Balkan troops has been noted in the southwestern section of Russia border- 
ing on the Black Sea, and this has given rise to reports that Hitler has planned a 
drive through Turkey to the Near East. It is significant that Turkey has just sent 
a new delegation to the Reich ostensibly to discuss the extension of the existing com- 
mercial agreement between the two countries. The United States and Great Britain 
have been supplying Turkey with munitions, and we have given her financial aid. 
ixactly what the Ankara Government has decided to do, is not known, but it was 
felt an American declaration of war against the Balkan states might show we are 
determined to be a factor in deciding the status of the Balkan region after the war, 
and this may influence the Turks to continue to follow the policy of neutrality. The 
Russian Government has expressed its satisfaction with our inclusion of Roumania, 
Hungary and Bulgaria amongst our enemies. 

There is deep satisfaction in Washington at the unanimous adoption of a declara- 
tion of war against the Axis Powers and Japan by the Government of Mexico. No 
longer can it be propagandized in South America that only the interests of the “Colos- 
sus of the North” are involved in the struggle. Argentina and Chile now must realize 
that the ships of their blood brothers were sunk with brutal disregard of the Mexican 
Flag, and that the honor and diginity of the Mexican people were flouted. That they 
will feel it necessary to support Mexico, and, therefore, the United Nations, is evident. 
Both up to date have adopted a policy of pro-belligerency toward the United Nations, 
but this likely will be expanded in view of Mexico’s bold acceptance of the enmity of 
the Axis. 

Doubtless having an influence upon the attitude of the neutral states will be the 
effects of the mass bombing of Cologne and Essen. Certainly this will have an in- 
fluence upon Spain and Portugal, and their continued neutrality is now expected. 


Bureau of Aeronautics—Upon completing their work at “The Annapolis of the Air” 
—which is the United States Naval Air Station at Pensacola, Fla.—enlisted flight 
students join operating units in the field as Aviation Pilots in accordance with the 
recent alterations in ratings by the Bureau of Naval Personnel. Actual training for 
these enlisted men is the same as that given cadets and student officers. They attend 
ground school for five weeks and then go to the primary squadrons at Corry or 
Saufloy Field. After mastering elementary points of flying, the student goes to Squad- 
ron Three at Chevalier Field for further classes. From there he moves to Squadron 
Two at Ellyston Field where added aerobatics in heavier and faster planes is taught, 
and from there he goes to Squadron Four to get final training with huge patrol boats— 
the planes he will use after getting his wings and joining an operating squadron. 
Named Samuel] Blake Chapman at birth, 28 years ago, he was called Sam Chap- 
man by devotees of baseball and football, but now he is a seaman, 2nd class, at the Naval

Reserve Aviation Base at Washington, D. C. As such, he will take an intensive coupy 
in flying and hopes to attain the commissioned officer status. “I want to get out thers 
where there’s some action,” said Chapman. “I’ve always wanted to fly and I om 
tainly hope the Navy will approve my request.” He will take a three-month Cours 
at Washington before being assigned to either the Corpus Christi or Pensacola gy 
tions for fina] polishing off. 

A new plant in Ohio is being erected to build the Navy’s liquid-cooled aireragt 
engines, a contract for which has just been given The Aviation Corporation of Wy 
liamsport, Penna. This mechanism, of a new type, will be larger than any other po, 
in production and is of power sufficiently great as to compare favorably with any 
soon to be put into use. They develop great power at high altitudes. 


Armored Force—Geared to a capacity of 38,000 graduates a year, the Armorg 
Force School at Ft. Knox, Ky., is now turning them out at a rate of 750 each weg 
and recently graduated its 20,000th student—Pvt. Alonzo Allen, 22, living near Reid 
ville, N. C. His certificate was presented by Maj. Gen. Jacob L. Devers, Chief of thy 
Armored Forces. This school is under the command of Brig. Gen. Stephen G. Henry, 
and is a marvel of American speed because, in August, 1940, ground was broken fy 
the first of the 500 buildings, costing nearly $20,000,000, it embraces. Students ay 
trained in tank tactics, gunnery, radio operation, tank and automotive maintenang 
motorcycle repair and even teacher-training, since the school now shows youths hoy 
to teach. Courses run from one to three months and classes are given in shifts frog 
six in the morning until 1 P. M., and from 1P. M. to8 P. M. 

In March, 1941, trainee No, 1 graduated as a full-fledged tankman from th 
Armored Force Replacement Training Center at Fort Knox, Ky., three months afte 
the official birth of the organization which has now magnified its necessity to the 
land forces by rapidly expanding into the largest single unit at the “Home of the 
Armored Force.” This week, thirteen months after the first enlisted man and aly 
thousand others were forwarded to regular tank units, the A.F.R.T.C. sent the 
60,000th trainee on his way. 

This number does not include the legion of trainees who received tank instru 
tion at the temporary Replacement Center of the Ist Armored Division in the fing) 
months of 1940. That emergency set-up, abandoned in the early months of 11, 
was absorbed by the present A.F.R.T.C. 

Brig. Gen. Thompson Lawrence, C. G., was given a report saying that 25 to % 
per cent of the 13,500 trainees are qualified to enter technical schools of the Armored 
Force. Another large block of the training population can leave directly to combat 
units; this section includes trainees with assignments largely corresponding to thelr 
civilian occupations. 


Chaplains—The Office Chief of Chaplains this week announced that research 4 
now being conducted in the service of Army chaplains during the Revolutionary War. 
Any information which may be available on these chaplains would be appreciated if 
transmitted to the Office Chief of Chaplains. Such information would include names 
addresses of origin, denominational affiliation and outstanding instances of activity 
and service. 

Ch. William J. Ryan, who served at the Letterman General Hospital, Presidio 
of San Francisco, Calif., and more recently as Chaplain of the 4th Army, retired o 
31 May, after reaching his 64th birthday.

Ordnance Department—Disclosure that April production of Ordnance material wis 
valued at $458,000,000 was made in an address last week by Under Secretary of Wat 
Robert P. Patterson. 

Speaking in New York at a testimonial dinner for Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wess0t, 
who is retiring after service as Chief of Ordnance, Under Secretary Patterson dé 
clared: “The cost of the present Ordnance program is over twenty billions. Two yeatt 
ago we were getting deliveries of Ordnance material at the rate of one million dollar 
worth a month. Last month the deliveries of Ordnance materia] came to 458 time 
that figure of two years ago.” : 

Under Secretary Patterson added: “The War Department is proud of Gener! 
Wesson’s accomplishments. He is now turning over the leadership of this vast undef 
taking to an able and experienced successor, Maj. Gen. Levin H. Campbell. Genertl 
Campbell takes over a job well under way. It is not handicapped by the curse of to 
little and too late. He inherits General Wesson’s slogan—“Enough and on time.” 

While there was no official statement from War Department officials that Genertl 
Wesson would be returned to active duty, it is assumed that his knowledge of our 
needs with respect to ordnance materia] will be utilized to the fullest, possibly in’ 
high production boost.

Army Air Forees—At Randolph Field, Texas, six invisible skyways carry what 
its experts say is the world’s heaviest air traffic—as many as 5,300 landings and take- 
offs a day. To control traffic of hundreds of planes in a swarm- 
ing buzz above Randolph's twin fields and itsseveral auxiliary 
ones requires a skillful manipulation of traffic by flight dis- 
patchers and control-tower men. Inasmuch as operations 
must be carried out “into the wind,” all training squadrons 
use the well-regulated “invisible highways” prescribed for 
the six wind directions. Cadets and their teachers know the 
type pattern they will fly from a giant “Tee” at the edge of 

the field. This is visible for miles and illuminated at night. 
=m A smaller “Tee” shows minor wind shifts for making drift 

corrections. On making landings, pilots make two 90-degree 
turns with the traffic, which ends up with a landing “into the wind” and gives the pilot 
a clear-sweep view of his surroundings. That the system works well is seen by the 
fact that there have been no collisions in midair since this program was begun. 

Wood is now being used to make fuel tanks in training planes. Plastics, plywood 
and other substitutes reduce the maximum amounts of aluminum and other strategic 
materials in order that they can be used on combat craft. In fact, use of aluminum 
on one type of training plane has been eliminated, and other designs call for reduce- 
tions of 565 pounds of aluminum and 6 pounds of magnesium for each plane. 


Many facilities, including skilled labor, have been gained through this program. 
Woodworking plants have been turned into parts factories. In fact, subcontractors 
do 85 per cent of the work on parts for the body of the new AT-10, an advanced 2- 
engine training plane which is believed to have the only all-wood fuel tank on any 
military aircraft. Thus strategic metals are conserved while production gains. 

Several hundred Netherlands soldiers are being given intensive air training at 
Sherman Field, Ft. Leavenworth, Kan.; Jackson, Miss.; Midland, Tex.; and Scott 
Field, Belleville, Ill, Netherlands officers are instructors. Maj. Gen. L. H. van Oyen, 
RNAF, is in command and the training will continue for 18 months. The Jackson 
base is headquarters for the whole operation and there reside families of many Dutch 
trainees. Primary training is taught at Ft. Leavenworth, basic and advanced train- 
ing at Jackson, bombadier work at Midland and radio duties at Belleville. 

If the United Nations are to win this war, says Uhe Aircraft Year Book for 1942, 
by Howard Mingos, just published by the Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce of 
America, then American air power must be built for action on all fronts, over ali 
continents and all seas. Mr. Mingos says superior air power can dominate any military 
action. The volume reveals indications that we are already beginning to win the war 
in the air. 

Thousands of the latest developments are told in this edition, with a comprehen- 
sive story about the strides taken by American manufacturing plants. The Army 
and Navy air forces are described, in connection with other war-time activities, It 
says: “No small part of the credit for the excellent production capacity of the industry 
at this stage of the conflict must be given Lt. Gen. Henry H. Arnold, Chief of the 
Army Air Forces, and Rear Adm, John H. Towers, Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics 
of the Navy. There is a long record of their farsightedness in planning with manu- 
facturers, their designers and production managers, for the day when the whole in- 
dustry would be called upon to go into full-out schedules.” 

Severa] thousand AAF mechanics are getting “post graduate” work in the coun- 
try’s principal plane and engine plants. Lt. Gen. Henry H,. Arnold, Commanding Gen- 
eral of the AAF, ordered this system to keep workers abreast of latest developments, 
says the Aeronautical Chamber of Commerce of America. Personnel trained to the very 
latest in production must be had to provide the country with men able to service 
und maintain the planes of America’s rapidly expanding air armada, 

With company engineers and technicians serving as instructors, the factory stu- 
dents attend classes in plants, see how planes are built, note the engineering and 
shop procedures employed, the various equipment installed and learn how to service 
and inspect airplanes, After these courses of from two to four weeks, trainees will 
be expected to know every rivet and cog in a fighting plane and how to keep it in 
effective action. 





Finance Department—The Advisory and Regulations Division, Office, Chief of 
Finance compteted a short occupancy of its new home in Temporary Building M, and 
is now located in its former building, War Department Annex No. 1.

Field Artillery—“Know your tactics, your weapon, and your men,” was the advice 
given 215 graduates of the enlisted section of the Ft. Bragg, N. C., Field Artillery 
Replacement Center School by the Replacement Center’s commanding general, Maj. 
Gen. Donald C. Cubbison. The school, which has an intensive one-month course, 
prepared officer-aspirants for the field artillery Officer Candidate School at Ft, Sill, 
Okla. 

“We are all proud,” said General Cubbison, “of the fine record set at the Ft. Sill 
school by preceding enlisted men classes. Few who have passed the FARO course 
have failed to gain a commission. We expect you men to keep up the high standard 
of successful candidates sent to Ft. Sill from here.” Following the ceremony at which 
certificates of satisfactory completion of the course were handed out to the students, 
General Cubbison welcomed a new class of 160 enlisted men and 60 reserve officers 
who will take the school’s refresher course,

Medical Corps—Maj. Gen. James C. Magee, Surgeon General of the Army, reports 
that the fifth meeting of the Army’s civilian board of consultants on problems of 
communicable diseases has been concluded. Particularly representing the Surgeon 
General at the meeting was Col. James S. Simmons, MC, Chief, Preventive Medicine 
Service. In addition representatives of all the Services and many Divisions of the 
Surgeon General's Office were present, as were members of the staff of the Army 
Medical Center and the Army Medical Museum, 

Praise of medical treatment accorded soldiers at camp and base hospitals is 
contained in a letter inserted into the Congressional Record this week by Senator 
Reynolds, of N. C., chairman of the Senate Military Affairs Committee, in which 
parents of Pvt. Donald Volk express their gratitude for the excellent surgery per- 
formed by Ist Lt. Charles A. Baumhauer, chief of surgery, Savannah, Ga., Air Base. 
The letter says: “Our boy sustained four gunshot wounds, one through the abdomen, 
two through both kneecaps, and one flesh wound in the calf of the leg. But for the 
excellent surgery and skill of Ist Lt. Charles A. Baumhauer, chief of surgery at that 
time at the station hospital of the air base, our son would not be alive at this time.” 

The parents said that they “were amazed at the efficiency and cleanliness at this 
station hospital, in view of the fact that the hospital was not entirely completed. 
Our stay was made as comfortable as possible under the circumstances by the cour- 
tesies extended to us by those in command.”

Quartermaster Corps—Largest user of wool in the country, the Quartermaster Corps 
is making every effort to conserve wool and has already inaugurated the following 
changes, these among many others: a cotton-filled comforter has been issued to many 
troops in place of woolen blankets ; winter underwear containing only 25 per cent wool 
and 75 per cent cotton was found to be satisfactory in some areas, with a 50 per cent 
cotton and 50 per cent wool mixture used in others, except regions of extreme cold 
where 100 per cent wool underwear is still being used ; changes have been made in the 
parka-type overcoats which has seen two layers of wind-resistant cloth and a lining 
of alpaca replace a coat with a sheepskin lining; the wool muffler has been reduced 
from 64 to 52 inches. 

Lt. Col. Paul P. Logan, Subsistence Branch, Storage and Distribution Division, 
Office of the Quartermaster General, who is the Army’s outstanding food expert, has 
been promoted to the rank of colonel. 

Assurance that our troops will not be without an ample supply of new neckties 
is contained in a contract announcement which reports the purchase of’ 10,400,000 
olive drab, cotton mohair neckties. This figure, however, is rather insignificant when 
compared to an order for 346,080,000 .0145-inch eyelets and 140,080,000 .046-inch 
legging hooks recently awarded manufacturers. 

A simplified contract specification procedure, designed to get work done quickly 
and efficiently, has been developed by the Office of the Quartermaster General. Lawyers 
of the Procurement Division have filed with the Genera] Accounting Office a complete 
set of Army specifications pertaining to items purchased by the Quartermaster Corps. 
Thus, it will no longer be necessary to include a copy of the specifications with each 
contract. Because the Federal Government has its own specifications which must be 
met, the Quartermaster Corps has compiled a list of 520 symbol numbers, each num- 
ber representing an Army specification, to be used in connection with Government 
specifications. 

Army inspection officers are making wide use of the “fiddlestick,” a gadget de- 
signed by Col. H. J. Lawes, QMC, commanding the Holabird Quartermaster Motor 
Base, Baltimore, Md. The “fiddlestick,” about 18 inches long, contains an air pressure 
gauge so mounted that an officer can quickly check the pressure of tires as he passes 
down a line of Army vehicles during inspection. 

The first “fiddlestick” was recently presented by Colonel Lawes to Maj. Gen. 
Robert L. Eichelberger, upon the occasion of General Eichelberger’s graduation from 
the Motor Transport School at Holabird. 

The Fuel and Heavy Equipment Division of the Quartermaster Corps will pur- 
chase al] lubricating oils for the War Department, it was announced this week. In

The pay and allowances of a flight offi- 
cer under the pending service pay bill are 
identical with those of a second lieuten 
ant. 

Due to the lowering of standards for 
pilots, the Army feels that many good 
pilots will be obtained who should not 
be commissioned because they lack quali- 


fications to exercise command. These 
graduates will become flight officers. 


Other graduates of flight training courses 
will be commissioned second lieutenants 
in the Army of the United States instead 
of second lieutenants in the Air Reserve, 
as is now provided. Flight officers may 
be selected for commissions in the Army 
of the United States, and Army of the 
United States oflicers may be selectea for 
Air Reserve commissions after the war. 

The grade of aviation student and of 
staff sergeant pilot would be abolished. 
After enactment of the act, all persons 
undergoing flight training, regardless of 
whether they come from civil life or from 
the ranks, will train as aviation cadets. 
Government insurance in the amount of 
$10,000 will be issued to them free, Upon 
graduation, they will be commissioned 
either flight officers or second lieutenants, 
AUS, and must continue insurance at 
their own expense, 

Flight officers would be entitled to the 
$150 uniform allowance provided for 
newly commissioned junior officers. 

Persons enlisted or appointed as avia 
tion cadets prior to enactment of the 
measure would be entitled to the Air Re 
serve commission upon completion of 
flight training. 

With respect to unsuccessful aviation 
cadets, the Secretary of War may ter 
minate their status, pay and allowances 
as such and require them to serve in an 
enlisted status for the duration of the 
war and six months thereafter. 

It was upon this provision of the act 
that some members of the Hlouse commit 
tee expressed doubts. It was felt that 
men with dependents would be unlikely 
to volunteer for flight training, feeling 
that if they failed, they might be required 
to serve in a grade which would not en- 
uble them to care for their families. Army 
officers, however, stated that failures 
would be fewer under the lower standards 
for flight officers, and that a variety of 
other courses—bombardment, navigation, 
observation and weather-——are open to 
persons who fail the pilot training course.

WAAC’s Popular 


So many applicants have applied for 
the new Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps 
that the War Department on 3 June 1942 
announced a revision in the plans for phy- 
sical examinations has been necessitated. 

It was the original plan that all appli- 
cants were to be examined. But to give 
a physical check-up to the hundreds of 
thousands who have applied looks to the 
Office of the Surgeon General like a pretty 
big job. So, under the revised procedure, 
each of the nine Corps Areas will select 
500 women to receive physical examina- 
tions. These 500 so chosen will be those 
who have received the highest ratings 
in mental alertness tests and in prelim- 
inary personal interviews. 

But after these tests have been made, 
a second personal interview will be given 
to those who successfully pass the physi- 
cal examination. Then final choice will 
rest with the War Department in Wash- 
ington. 

Just to show how the idea of belonging 
to the WAAC has taken hold, 2400 women 
in the District of Columbia alone have 
applied for officer training. 

This new auxiliary was barely started 
on its way with the naming of Mrs. Oveta 
Culp Hobby as director and her choice 
of Mrs. Genevieve Herrick to act as one 
of her chief lieutenants than “the inces- 
sant rat-a-tat-tat” began of securing a 
favored position within the ranks. Thou- 
sands of stories having to do with the 
mode of selecting candidates have been 
bruited about in the country. One of these 
—which has appeared in print—says 
some War Department officials, acting as 
individuals, have promised a few women 
in the Capital that they could be assured 
of WAAC commissions. This story really 
appeared. 

Through Mrs. Herrick, Director Hobby 
was quick to scotch this story. She de- 
clared that no promises have been given 
by anybody in authority that they could 
be sure of an appointment, and that no 
notice would be taken of any promises to 
anybody. 

“You can say,” said Mrs. Herrick to the 
ARMY AND NAvy JouRNAL, “that anybody 
who believes such a story is to be pitied. 
The original scheme of arrangements will 
be carried out, and we will be certain that 
no slip-up will be made if it is humanly 
possible to prevent it.” 

What is more, Mrs. Hobby has private- 
ly expressed her pleasure with the plans 
for enrollment which were made before 
she was notified of her selection as di- 
rector. She is especially happy over the 
system of placing final choice with.a War 
Department board that is still to be se- 
lected. 

But all these professions by those in 
charge of WAAC has not kept women 
from writing their Representatives and 
Senators seeking influence to get into the 
organization. They are being told that 
these positions are something outside the 
political field, and that to land them the 
member in Congress has just about as 
much influence as a jack-rabbit. 

Chairman Reynolds of the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee said: “I can’t con- 
ceive of anybody in the War Department 
having promised any commissions to any- 
body. without seeing these girls in camp 
first,” and added that the rules of the 
contest seem fair. 

It was generally felt in Congress that 
if any promises have been made, they 
were without any hope of fulfillment. 
Chairman Andrew J. May of the House 
Military Affairs Committee, Rep. John J. 
Sparkman of the same committee, Sena- 
tor Warren R. Austin, ranking minority 
member of the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee, Senator Lester Hill, of the 
same committee, and Rep. R. Ewing 
Thomason of Texas all declared for hon- 
est commissions honestly secured. 

That this auxiliary will bring out the 
best qualities in candidates is the belief 
of Col. Don C. Faith, USA, commandant 
of the WAAC training center at Des 





Moines, Iowa. The school will be opened 
by him about 15 July 1942. His assistant 
commandant will be Lt. Col. A. C. Morgan, 
Inf., now at Ft. Benning, Ga. 

“This will not be a glamour girl’s play- 
house,” said Colonel Faith. “The women 
will be here for the definite purpose of 
fitting themselves to relieve some soldier 
for active combat duty. They will soon 
learn that to get ready to do this is real 
work—a real job where they will be so 
tired when night comes that they can’t 
keep their eyes open.” 

He outlined the work to be done. The 
women will be put through a seven-hour 
schedule of training six days a week, will 
have approximately two hours of study- 
ing four or five nights, and almost nothing 
on Saturday nights or Sundays. They may 
make dates with Army men of whom 
there will be about 400 at Ft. Des Moines. 
There may be a rule adopted that Army 
officers and WAAC officers should seek 
each other’s company, and that women 
auxiliaries and enlisted men might date 
well together. 

The War Department says applicants 
who have applied in person at recruiting 
stations and have been unable to get ap- 
plication blanks because of no fault of 
their own, may submit requests in writing 
but that these requests must have been 
filed on or before 4 June 1942. These re- 
quests will record the intent of such ap- 
plicants pending the time when additional 
printed blanks can be issued. This was 
one of the results of the number of appli- 
cants exceeding expectations. 


WAAFs Help in Air Raid 


Britain’s WAAFs, the girls of the 
Women’s Auxiliary Air Force, played an 
important part in the success of the 1,- 
250-plane raid on Cologne, a cable from 
London to the British Press service here 
reports, 

The WAAFs assisted the R.A.F. men in 
the planning and execution of the raid 
Some of the girls acted as interpretation 
officers at the Bomber Command head- 
quarters, where they passed days pre- 
paring target photographs and maps 
which the bombers carried. As meteoro- 
logical clerks in the weather section, 
others provided the forecasts which de- 
cided what night the raid was to be 
launched. 

As motor transport drivers, still others 
drove air crews to starting points and 
awaited their return with ambulances 
ready in case of need. They kept the tele- 
phone lines open from dusk until after 
dawn and also worked in long shifts at 
teleprinters and in operations rooms as 
code and cipher clerks. 


As radio girls WAAFs passed landing 


instructions by telephone to the return- 
ing crews. They prepared and packed 
food for the outgoing airmen and had tea 
and coffee ready when they arrived back. 

The work of the girls continued long 
after the last of the returning crews were 
back in bed. They were on the phone 
sending out details of missing planes and 
helping gather the news.

The man in 
uniform is dependent on the man in the 
overalls for his weapons.” Admiral Dau- 
bin said he was confident that the work- 
men would make certain that “he will be 
furnished these weapons.” 

Immediately following Admiral Dau- 
bin’s address, the USS Gurnard, spon- 
sored by Miss Susan Slingluff, daughter 
of Comdr. Frank Slingluff, jr., USN-Ret., 
former submarine commander, slid down 
the ways into the Thames River. 





Congressmen’s War Service 

Letters from Secretary of War Stim- 
son and Secretary of the Navy Knox, 
stating that they felt Congressmen who 
desire to serve with the armed forces 
would be of more value to the country 
if they remained in Congress, sent to the 
Speaker of the House, were published 
this week by Representative Thomason, 
of Texas, member of the House Military 
Affairs Committee, 

Stating that, “If the War Department 
were to accept all these patriotic tenders 
of service, Congress would be depleted by 
the loss of many leaders,” Secretary 
Stimson wrote, “It is my considered opin- 
ion that a Member of Congress can render 
greater service to the Nation by con- 
tinuing to perform his duties as a legis- 
lative representative of the people in 
which oflice he has acquired valuable ex- 
perience, than by serving with the armed 
forces.” 

In the same vein, Secretary Knox 
wrote, “I am personally opposed to mem- 
bers of Congress leaving their duties in 
the House to serve in the Navy.”

Philippine Pay Bill 

The House this week passed and sent 
to the President, legislation, 8, 2887, au- 
thorizing equal rates of pay for officers 
and men of the Regular Army, Philippine 
Scouts, and VPhilippine Commonwealth 
Army. 

Introduced during the Bataan cam 
paign, the bill recognized equal danger 
in war and provided that the pay of of- 
ficers and men of the Commonwealth 
Army and men of the Philippine Scouts 
should be the same as the pay of Regular 
Army men of equal grades and length of 
service, Officers of the Philippine Scouts 
already receive the pay of Regular Army 
officers. 





Army Medals Bill 


Called up in the House this week on 
an unanimous consent agreement, an ob- 
jection to the four orders provided for 
the “Legion of Merit,” delayed action on 
legislation, S. 2404, which creates a new 
medal for the Army. 

The bill provides a medal for award to 
officers of foreign nations and to United 
States Army officers whose services in 
general entitle them to an award, though 
they do not come under the requirements 
set for existing decorations. 





Promote Retired Generals 

The House this week approved legisla- 
tion, H. R. 6081, which would authorize 
the advancement of one major general on 
the retired list of the Army to rank of 
lieutenant general and the advancement 
of six brigadier generals to rank of major 
general, 

The bill is designed to amend the act 
of 13 June 1940 which provided for ad 
vancement one grade on the retired list of 
officers who have been especially decor- 
ated or cited for conduct in action. The 
original act limited such advancement to 
officers below grade of brigadier general, 
depriving seven general officers in a 
similar situation of the right of such ad- 
vancement, No pay is involved in the pro- 
motions.

President Warns Against Use 
of Gas 

President Roosevelt warned Japan 
yesterday that use of poison gas will lead 
to our use of that weapon against the 
enemy. In a statement released to the 
press, the President pointedly asserted: 

“Authoritative reports are reaching 
this government of the use by Japanese 
armed forces in various localities of 
China of poison or noxious gases, I de- 
sire to make it unmistakably clear that, 
if Japan persists in this inhuman form 
of warfare against China or against any 
other of the United Nations, such action 
will be regarded by this Government as 
though taken against the United States, 
and retaliation in kind and in full meas 
ure will be meted out. We shall be pre 
pared to enforce complete retribution, 
Upon Japan will rest the responsibility.” 

From unimpeachable sources, it 
learned the Japanese have used gas in at 
least 75> minor engagements in China, 
but that the only place where it was used 
on an extensive scale was in the battle 
at I1-Chang, a city midway between Han 
kow and Chungking on the Yangtse 
River.

Material shortages, it is now officially 
admitted, are hampering our war effort. 
William L. Batt, chairman of the WPB 
Requirements Division, has announced 
that the previously planned 10 million 
ton steel expansion program, must be cut 
one-third, and that to keep its machines 
at work Industry must prepare “to patch 
and pray.” Shortage of copper Mr. Batt 
said, may force the shutting down of some 
munitions plants, and it may, also, be 
necessary to close temporarily a few 
shipyards, In spite of these handicaps, 
however, there is no doubt the President’s 
building program, including that hugely 
increasing the Navy, presented this week 
by Chairman Vinson, will be executed 
more speedily than anticipated. The out- 
look for planes and tanks is bright. For 
the former, the aluminum production is 
progressing satisfactory, and as to the 
latter output has been so heavy as to 
obviate concern. 

In the light of our war needs, the WPB 
has decreed that after July 1 imports will 
be subject to strict priorities. This action 
was compelled by the losses shipping has 
suffered from the torpedoes or gunfire of 
enemy submarines, It is a fact that we 
have not yet gotten under control the sub- 
marines operating off the Atlantic Coast, 
though the sinking of such ships is larger 
than has been made public. But it is true 
that on the main Atlantic route to Bri- 
tain and Russia, the submarines have 
been suppressed, and it is a tribute to the 
Navy that not a single soldier has been 
lost, In view of the lack of shipping, it is 
necessary that cargo space be conserved 
for materials required for the war ef- 
fort. This may mean a reduction in the 
import of coffee and bananas, for ex- 
ample. With reference to gas, the sec- 
tional rationing method in force is to 
be succeeded by a nation-wide control. 
The cards already issued are to be sup- 
planted by coupon books on terms of a 
basic arnual mileage of perhaps 2,880 
miles. The oil producing states are insist- 
ing that they should not be rationed be- 
cause of the proximity of wells, but the 
regions not so favored are complaining 
of discrimination and damage to business. 
Before the end of the month, the people 
will know how much gas will be allowed 
to each automobile user, 

There is a prospect of a national In- 
dustrial-Labor conference on wage sta- 
bilization. The proposal for such a confer- 
ence was advanced by a Representative 
of the AFL, and it is receiving the cor- 
dial consideration of the WPB. However, 
the National Labor Relations Board feels 
that a conference is unnecessary because 
substantial progress is being made 
through wage stabilization agreements be- 
tween Industries and their employes. 
Negotiations are underway for an agree- 
ment with the aviation Industry, and 
wage cases involving “Little Steel” com- 
panies and General Motors are now be- 
fore the Board for decision. Further, it is 
pointed out coal mines and railroads are 
under contracts, which have a long time 
to run,

Right to Foreign Service Pay 


The Comptroller General this week, in 
reply to a number of questions asked by 
the Secretary of War, clarified the right 
of various classes of officers, warrant offi- 
cers, nurses and enlisted men to the 10 
per cent and 20 per cent additional pay 
authorized for foreign service or for sea 
duty by the Act of 7 March 1942. 

The Comptroller’s answers to questions 
are as follows: 

Section 18 of the act of 7 March 1942, author- 
izing additional pay for sea duty, is, under 
its specific terms, applicable to the military 
as well as the naval forces of the United 
States, and while the definition of “sea ser- 
vice” contained in section 1571, Revised 
Statutes, as amended, applies to Navy person- 
nel, if the conditions of service at sea, as de- 
fined in the statute and interpreted in de- 
cisions of the accounting officers and the 
courts, exist with respect to Army personnel, 
they would be entitled to the additional pay 
for sea duty. 

Army personnel assigned to duty aboard 
Army or Navy vessels—as distinguished from 
being ordered thereon for travel incident to 
foreign duty—are not, while the vessels are on 
voyages from a port within the United States 
to another port either within or without the 
United States, or are operating within har- 
bors, on foreign duty within the meaning of 
section 18 of the act of 7 March 1942, author- 
izing additional pay to such personnel while 
on sea or foreign duty, but if the conditions 
of service at sea, as defined in section 1571, 
Revised Statutes, as amended, exist, they 
would be entitled to the additional pay as 
for sea duty, 

If, with respect to Army personnel on duty 
as gun crews aboard Army transports or ves- 
sels of the Maritime Commission, the condi- 
tions of service at sea, as defined in section 
1571, Revised Statutes, as amended, exist, 
such personnel would be entitled to the addi- 
tional pay for sea duty authorized by section 
18 of the act of 7 March 1942, so long as they 
are not detached from that duty and avail 
themselves of the mess facilities and quarters 
aboard the vessels, 

Personnel of the Army air forces who per- 
form reconnaissance or patrol flights be- 
yond the continental limits of the United 
States from their bases in the United States 
are not on foreign duty within the meaning 
of section 18 of the act of 7 March 1942, 
authorizing additional pay to members of 
the military forces while on foreign duty, 
whether or not the periods of such flights 
extend for more than one day. 

The base pay of Army enlisted men of the 
fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh grades rated 
as air mechanics, first class, or air mechanics, 
second class, is fixed by section 2 of the act 
of 2 July 1926, at the rates prescribed for 
enlisted men of the second and third grades, 
respectively, and their per centum increase in 
base pay for foreign duty authorized by sec- 
tion 18 of the act of 7 March 1942, should be 
computed upon the base pay of such grades 
rather than the grades in which they were 
serving when rated. 





Would Remove Admission Tax 


A bill which would exempt admissions 
to theaters and other activities operated 
by the War and Navy Departments from 
taxation was introduced in the House 
this week by Rep. May, of Ky., chairman 
of the House Military Affairs Committee. 

The legislation, which provides that 
net proceeds from these admissions be 
used exclusively for the welfare of 
military and naval forces, would result 
in the reduction of the cost of movie ad- 
missions, according to Secretary of War 
Stimson. 

The War Secretary, in a letter to Con- 
gress, recently stated that the proposal 
introduced by Representative May has 
the approval of the President and the 
Secretary of Treasury, and would insure 
that the Army Motion Picture Service, a 
self-sustaining organization, would have 
sufficient funds to equip approximately 
270 new theatres, After this money was 





expended and the theatres equipped, a 
reduction in admission rates would fol- 
lew. 





Merchant Marine 
American shipyards set a new record 
for the production of steel tonnage dur- 
ing a single month, when 58 ships, ap- 
proximating 632,000 deadweight tons, 
were delivered into service in May, Rear 
Adm. Howard L. Vickery, vice chairman 


of the Maritime Commission, revealed 
this week. 
Speaking before the Duluth, Minn., 


Chamber of Commerce following a double 
launching of two new coastal tankers, 
Admiral Vickery said that American 
shipyards “launched 65 ships during 
May, while 58 were placed in service. 

The rapidity with which our ship- 
building program progresses was dis- 
closed effectively when Admiral Vickery 
announced that “many of the bombs 
which rained upon the Japs in the Coral 
Sea were transported to the theater of 
action in ships, the keels of which were 
laid down since Pearl Harbor. The ship- 
yard workers of this nation are paying 
off,” he said. 

The vessels luunched at Duluth this 
week, the SS Mannington and the SS 
Tarentum, are the first of the Maritime 
Commission’s ocean-going ships to be 
built on the Great Lakes. 

Mrs. Katherine McQuade Berg, sister 
of Robert C. McQuade, a gunpointer who 
was killed in action on the USS Shaw at 
Pearl Harbor sponsored the SS Manning- 
ton; while Mrs. Catherine W. Walezyn- 
ski, mother of St. Set. Andrew Walezyn- 
ski, killed at Hickam Field on 7 Dee., 
sponsored the SS Tarentum.

Dutch Harbor Raid 

Less than one week after Secretary of 
War Stimson warned a press conference 
that the Japanese would most assuredly 
launch “face-saving” air raids, a Navy 
communique on Wednesday, 3 June, told 
of four enemy bombers, escorted by 15 
fighter planes, attacking Dutch Harbor, 
important Navy installation in Unalaska, 
A second raid on Dutch Harbor, in which 
no bombs were dropped, was also re 
ported by the Navy.

Travel of Personnel

It was pointed out that the act ap
